General. 

Of the Original, and the Reaſons of 
the ſeveral Virtu:s of Springs : 
With an account of the H:almg 
Spring, in Willowbridge- Park 
in Stafford-Shire. 


N exa@t Philoſophical an4 Phyſical 
A Treatiſe of Water in General, or in 
pat ticulars 3 Sea, River, Kain , or 
Spring-Water , was never-the Intention of 
theWriter ; which though not whclly out 
of his road, yet out of his compaſs ot time 
to perform, wanting all ſorts of ſuitable 
Conveniences, But ſuch light touches that 
trom his own reaſon tell in his way to this 
Spring , francs in yours to the account of 
ſome Cures ir ha:h performed, giving in- 
courazement to ſome Pen more ingen.outfly 
Tnduſtrious to pive betrer fatisfaltion, of 
thea{lmirable Virtues ot thiz Well. 
Hypocrates (that grear Matter of reaſon, 
and Prince of Phyſitians; (as ſome . term him, 
not unworthily) affirms.that Water and Fire 
are the two Principles of life; giving (as well 
he may) water the preheminence, under- 
ſtanding

ftanding thereby our Radical Moiſture, 
whichis of ſuch abſolute neceſfity, rhat net- 
ther ſenſative or vegitive creatures ſubſiſtance 
can bepropt without it : For by its depri- 
vation , the cne preſently grows Hetical, 
theother Wirhers and decayes. 

And 1s fitly placed before Fire, Aire, or 
Earth, for it extinguiſhes the tirſt , changes 
theſecond into its ſelf, and devoureth the 
laſt. The moſt mundane beings running 
the race of nature without Fire, but none 
without Water. As we are abundantly be- 
holding to that Element in our compoſition 
and ſubſiltance ( having chiefeſt regard to 
the grandeſt power , God Almighty in the 
formation and upholding of all things. ) So 
for the refifying of the motions of the in- 
ternal Machins of our Microcoſmug's, and 
rhe repairing thoſe breaches in the walls 
thereof that our irregularities have made. 
Witneſs the advantage we have by Water in 
general,bur more by many particular Springs, 
whole uſe is excellent tor particular Diſ- 
tempers : but moſtly for this Spring, the oc- 
caſion of what is hear mace publick , ſince 
God hath beenpleaſe1 ſo tobleſs ir, and us 
with having the advantage of it, as to inforce 
irwithſuch virtues, as to be a Catholicon 
(if rightly uſed) for moR (if nor all ) Diſeaſes 
in Man, or Beaſt. 

This Spring was firſt taken notice of,and ſe- 
Ye. 
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veral experiments wa Lich it, by the moſt 
Ingenioxs and true vertuoſa, the Right Ho- 
nourable Lady Fane Gerard, Baroneſs of 
Bromley, of Saudon in Stafferd-ſhire, whole 
Charitable care and charge, in damming :t 
our from the common Water, into which it 
delivered it ſelf, (a large Pool through which 
thz River Terxe runs, taking its beginning 
about half a mile above it,) caufing it to be 
divided into two large Baths; the one for 
Men, the other for Horſes, In both which 
the Spring riſes with grear force in ſeveral 

mw And building a fair tour-ſquare 
Stone Conduit at the head of the Springs 

tc preſerve water pure and clear for Drink 

ing: Intendiug alſo to build a Raw of Rooms 

for the conveniency ofpoor people to lodge 
in; and an Uudreſfing Room fgr perſons of 
Higher Ranks that ſhall have occaſion for 

Bathing there, declariny the Nobleneſs of 
her Spirit, in ſuch her concern for the Pub- 

lick benifir of all Diſeaſe perſons, without 

the leaſt plance on ſelf-intereſt: Bur rhe 

ſatisfaAion of being uſeful to others. 

This well is diftant a quarter of a mile 
from Wilowbridge Lodge (rhe fineſt ſeated, 
and beſt compacted houſe of that nature) in 
the pariſh of Aſely, two miles and a halfolf 
that famous houſe of Bromley in Stafford- 
Shire ( both poſſeſſed by that Honowable 


Lady before mentioned, the I —

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her incomparable Scn: The Right Honoura- 
ble Digby Lord Gerard, Baron of GerardsBrom- 
ley , Lord of Dutton of moſt noble. parts as 
well as large fortunes. ) Three miles from 
Drayton 1n Shrop-Shire, five miles from 
Newcaftle underline, 11x miles from Eccleſhall, 
ſcaven miles trom Naemtwich ,” nine miles 
from Newport, nine miles trom Stove, eleven 
miles from Stafford, all Market. Towns of 
Nore; aud is Eattwardly from the Lo1gze., 
in a valley ſurrounded by ſeveral riſes of 
grounl. The River Terxe on the North, 
and Willowbridge Parke on the South, on the 
ſame ſide 1yes. Aſpley- Hearh about a nitle di- 
fant, which hath been reputed by rhe ablef 
Artiſt's in King Fame's time (the Learned 
Cambden) tobe the higheſt ground in Eng- 
land, and from whence *tis ſuppoſe:1 this 
Spring comes flowinz through at Its break - 
ings out, or off the face ofa large Bed of good 
and hard Building Srone. 

Before we come to the wondrous eifedts 
of this Spring, *cwill be fatisfaftory to ſome 
leſs knowing, to be informe } of the origi- 
nal of all Sprinzs; for whoſe ſatisfaftion I 
declaie in ſhort, ( without mentionins rhe 
many oppinions about it; an41 their Authors 
Diſcourſes Pro, an} Con, mcerly. to ſhew 
their maſtery of miſterious words. ) 

That all Springs undoubtedly come from 
rhe Sea, through Meaundring veins and po- 


roli- 
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roſitous paſſages of the Earth, forced 
through them even to or over the rops of 
Mountains, and to their breskings our in lo 
many places by that great weight of water 
that lyes behind them, preſſing them tor. 
ward; and are clarified trom the Sea Salt- 
neſs in cher paſſage : Good * autho * 7,4 
rity affirming, that pits dug near the zacon, 
Sea, the water that ſoaks into them, 

by that means becomes freſh. 

Now the nature of the Spring, 1s ſuitable 
to the Qualities of that Earth, or Minerals 
through which by its many rturnings and 
windinys inits paliage through the bowels 
of the Earth it runs; Carrying with it either 
faculty, cr ſubſtance, or berh. 

Some Springs (as this we treat of Jout 
of the ſubteraneal ſubſtances attre& faculties 
to each other, as thoſe ſubſtances they paſs 
through. W hich ſolves the Queſtion of the 
Curious enquirer, why the ſame Spring 
ſhould Cure divers Diſeaſes, ani they con- 
trary, or having but ſmall kin to each orher; 
as + any ſimples compounied together cf 
natures repugnant to each other, having had 
their due termentation, workings ſo udon 
one another, az ro become incorporated, wirh 
a concatenation of their virtues; may OC- 
caſion the ſame Queſtion, yet pr oduce 1n its 
effefts a rare Medicine for moſt Diſeaſes, 
and as it is meſt powerful againſt thoſe for 
which

which there was a greater quantity of ſuitable 
Simples in the” compoſition. $o is each 
Spring of the greater force and quicker dif. 
parch in the Curing thoſe Diſtempers , for 
which thoſe Minerals ir laſt and moſt run 
throug his, proper. 

T he virtues this Spring laft participated, 
is conceivel ro be Sulphur and Nitre by trs 
Coldneſs, and driving out an internal Mala- 
dy to the exrream parts of the body , and its 
Balſamick virtue in healing it, an4 al} ſors of 
Soars whatever , that It with its vertues can 

reach either Internal, or External. 

The Taſte ofthis Warer is extreamly plea- 
ſant ro mo!t. near to that of new milk mixed 
with common Spring water, Bug can give 
n»5 vlau ſible reafoOn ot rhe contrary and bitter 
reliſh it hath left on the Palle-s of ſome few, 
that hive given mean account thereof, 

This Water 15 ſreefromany manner of Tin- 
Aure, but ofa Chriſtalclearneſs, ſome where- 
of ſranJing bur a li-rle time in a clear Glaſs, 
which I otten for ſatisfaQtion tryed , left a 
thick Oyly faeces a!] over the Glaſs. A quan= 
tity of it being exha'ed over the fire, rhere 
hath remained a ſubſtance of the: chicknels 
anJ colour of Honey ; but we were debili- 
rate. for making Chimical exper iments of it 
for went of ſuitable Urenfils: would bur an 
Artiſt belrow ſome pains upon it, *twould 
certainly requite his pains, and he —_ 
fin 
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find out the reaſons of, and confirm thoſe 
that (are not eye witneſſes) may doubt its 
vertues. 

W hat this Water perforns, you are infor- 
med in the Epiſtle to Reader, by a Right Ho- 
nourable, and though Female, yet a Penof 
more than a Malculine ſtrain and vivacity, 
proceeding frem fo ready a Phaucis at all 
times , that the richneſs thereof flows as 
much faſter than ſhe can write (though an 
incredible ſwift hand) as this Spring outdoes 
the teliefot many, Therefore the dull ac- 
count I might have given , would have ſeem- 
ed like flateſt Water after the bi iskeſt VVine, 

However before we come to the Alphabe- 
rical account of the tew of thoſe many Cures 
it ha-h done ſince Spring was a twelvemonth: 
Thoſe perſons that delire to make tryal of 
this V Vater, that arenot able to lee a Phy- 
ſ1tian for better advice, are defired to tol- 
low theſe brief and eaſie rules 

Firſt, Rightly ro conſider the nature of 
their Diſtemper , and which way the water 
muſt work to Cute them , and ro take ſome- 
thing that may prepare their Bodies tor it, 
to facilitate its operation ; though few char 
methodically uſe the water, and have time ſo 
todo,willſtand in need thereof. 

Secondly, ihat they Drink ewo or three 
days before they Bath,and that in the morn- 
ing, not overcharging rheir Stomachs at rhe 
fir

firſt, but increaſing. their draughts every 
morning, and uſing if they can, ſome mo- 
derare exercile (as walking ) betwixt every 
three or four Glaſſes, and when they once 
find the water to paſs treely, by urine, or 
Srool, they may Drink the more freely. 
Then whether they have any outward Dt- 
temper, or not, to Bath rhe whole body;the 
time moiſt proper, in the Mormng ? and 
after their drinkins the water, not to Dine 
till chey tind ir clearly paſſed, which you 


may know by their Urines, it it be any thing ' 


covlored when you make ir, for till then tr 
wilt be ciear. avd if chiefly to work that 
way, to take hee( of provoking {weating, 
which isza great. hindrance of the warers 
paſtaye by Utive. Anlif of ability, ro drink 
tacir two or three tirſt Glaſtes mixea with 
White-Wine. , 
Thirdly, for their Dyer, tobe moſle- 


rate, and avoid all f>rc of Salt. Meats, and il. 


they drink this water in th= Evening, which 
may be done, (but not lo proper as in the 
Morning ) to eat li:rle or no Supper, 1t any, 
that which is of ligh: Digeſtion, 

Fourth!y, that they be not roo ha ſty Mm 
leavinz this water, but rather for a ſettled 
Cure to ſiay two or three dayes longer thal 
needs, thar 2o on too ſ9on; and for .encow 
ragement read this enſuing and Tuft account 


as could be taken, of ſume of the cures done

by this Spring. Many having made uſe oft, 
that kept their Diſtempers as cloſe as they 
did the benefir they received by it; ſome 
ſtealing the advantage of Bathing in it, when 
night had ſpread its fable mantle o're the 
ſurface of our hemiſphzre (thinking the 
Stars were no [Intelligencers ) thereby to 
hinder their Diſtempers well as Cures com- 
ing to appear in open day.
